ORANGES AND LEMONS

16,011 of oranges and 2,610 of lemons 
in 1926. 

An interesting development in the 
citrus industry within the past two 
years is the increasing utilization of 
cull fruit. This sub-standard fruit, 
until recently a nuisance whose dis- 
posal cost about $1 per ton, is today 
being utilized as a source of citric 
acid, orange and lemon oil and pectin, 
and is returning an average of $12 or 
more per ton to the growers. Even 
pulp from which juice has been ex- 
tracted is being marketed—sold as 
feed for dairy cattle for about $3 per 
ton. Through this new outlet, one 
concern has converted this pulp from 
a disposal liability of about $800 per 
month to a profit item of $2,500 to 
$3,000 per month. 

CANNED VEGETABLES 

The asparagus canning season has 
opened unusually early due to favor- 
able weather, and will continue until 
July. It is estimated that the 50,000 
acres of land devoted to this crop in 
the region of the delta of the Sacra- 
mento River produces almost 90% of

| total value of California lumber pro- 
| duction during the last census record 
| year was $238,220,000, more than 10%

products. There is estimated to be 
still standing in the state 290 billion

MORE HORSEPOWER — 
FOR FARM RELIEF 


All proposed plans have thus far 
failed to provide the farmer with farm 
relief by increasing his selling prices. 
Industry, however, met a semewhat 
similar situation by lowering the cost 
of preduction. A similar solution can 
be successfully applied to agriculture. 

The increasing of production per 
worker on the farm is being met to a 
certain extent by using larger units of 
power, whether horse or mechanical. 
Where one mah was using a single 
horse or team he is now using from 
3 to 8 horses, thus increasing the 
ground covered from two to five times. 
By the use of larger power units hired 
labor can be reduced or eliminated.
